Prominent divines and leaders In the Etbl- 
cal Culture movement have been glying their 
reasons why the Anarchigts In this city, who 
have been condemned to death, should not be 
hanged. Last Sunday Felix Adler spoke before 
the Soclety of Ethical Culture of Now York 
City, in which he took strong grounds against 
hanging the Anarchists. 

Mr, Adler looks upon the Anarchists, not as 
heroes, but as criminals, There is nu doubt 
in his mind of their eriminallty. Every übre 
of his moral nature Is outraged by the meth- 
ods by which they songht to obtain thelr 
ands. He spoke for them as he would speak 
for his worst enemy, It jastice were about to 
be done to him. He notices with regret that 
the cause of the Anarchists is described as 
the cansa of fron speech. He cannot share in 


ister | thla opinion. Kreedom of speech should be 


woll guarded, but there should be a. limit to 
it. No man should be allowed to uso his 
tongue to excite the passions of men asa 
firebrand to kindle a riot or to lead to blood- 


I | shed. 


Mr. Adler condemned the action of some of 
the leaders of the labor organizations, io 
holding up the Anarchists as heroes, He re- 
viewed the case and sald that In view of the 
facta, he thought that while the Anarchists 
should ba punished with imprisonment, they 
should not be hanged. He called the Anarch- 
ista the worst enemles of soclety, and thought 
they should. be suppressed. Lingg, Schwab 
and Fielden, he thought, should be imprison- 
ed for life; and the other four should be sen- 
tonced to short terms of Imprisonment’ In 
closing, he sald: “If these men are hung they 
will be looked upon as heroes and martyrs. 
They should not be at large. Society has a 
right to quarantine them. just as it has the 
right to deal with the cholera plague.” 

Wm. M. Salter lectured before the Society 


of Ethical Culture in this elty, last Sunday, {° 


hia subject beling The Care for Anarchy.” 
In speaking of thecure for anarchy,Mr. Salter 
advocated as one way to do It, to educate the 
working people. This had never been at- 
tempted’ in any efficient manner. The An- 
archists had more than ones sent out to min- 
istera and others Invitations to attend thelr 
meetings, but such invitations were treated 
as a joke lu the press und were ignored by 
the ministers. The Anarchists were rarely, 
if ever, sought to be convinced; they were 
simply denounced land villfed and made 
thereby only the maddor, the wilder and. the 
sorer of their cause. 

“Tho trouble ts,” said the speaker, “that 
we—I mean what are called the respectable 
classes generally—have not cared very much 
to instruct the workingmen, we have gone 
our way and let them go thelrs, forgetfal 
that the more favored portion of the commu- 
nity have any guardianship whatever over 
the leva favored portión. Wa need more hu- 
manity—not charity or alms, but willing- 
ness out and help clear up the minds 
of thé people. Anarchism is not confined to 
‘the (Anarchists, bat the predisposition to it 
ls in large classes of worklogmen. and it is 
encouraged, wittingly or unwittingly, by 
eminent teachers of political economy, and 
you cannot alter it by books or sermons, or 
thundering editorials or formal lectures, but 
by golng out and mingling with the work- 
ingmen, perchance, by ving in their midat.” 

The services in the Third Unitarian Church 
Inst Sunday, saya the Tribune, were not with- 
out a certain Impressiveness, not simply 
because the pastor, the Rev. James Vila 
Blake, had elected to speak in favor of a 
commutation of the death sentence of the 
Anarchists, but because of u certaln inde- | 
finablë something that Indicated constraint 
on the part of the speaker and s palpable 
opposition on at least a partot the congroga- 
tion. 

Mr. Biake approached his subject, “A Plea 
Them,” with a seeming reluctance, but 
it afterwards disappeared, aud before the 
close of his plea he stood forth the champion 
of his conviction that jastiee dictated the 


commutation of the death sentence, He sald’ 


at the beginning that it had become clear to 
him thaghe would not be doing his duty with- 
out speaking on the ease of the condemned 
Avarebists, and that following his usual 
custom he had sent a letter to the 
members of the ‘church, udvising them of his 
Intedtlons. It surprised him very much to 
enconnter a great deal of resistance, ad it 
did not occur to him that thore was anything 
strange in selecting such a subject, He had 
also been reproached in the matter, and the 


they would aot attend the service, It pained 
à| him greatly to see that these persons had 
d | really remained away, aud he regarded the 


to live by plundering socloty. They were not 


in any sanse like burglars and footpads, but 
belonged to a different. order, and it was 
therefore but justico to deal with them alt- 
ferently. Ths burglar and footpad did not 
propagate their doctrines, for if everybody 
wasa criminal their occupation’ would be 
gone. The Anarchists were the disciples of 
a doctrine, and earnestly desired to have 
everybody become like them, and for that 
reason it Was not exact justice to deal with 
them ander the method proposed. Then the 
Anarchists wore the product of hard Europe- 
an, social enforcementa, and had become what 
they were from centuries'’of European tyran- 
ny, which had resulted in placing them In a 
different moral situation. This moral state 
could not be stamped out by the gallows, and 
it was to the credit of human usture that 
this, waa so, for otherwise the propagation of 
the Calvinlatic doctrines would never have 
takon place,

“It is unfortanate that the crime of which 
these men are convicted was connected with 
the eight-hour labor movement.

A Blow at the Twin Relic. 


` A dispatch from Salt Lake, Utab, states 
that the Suprome Court. by unanimous de- 
elslon has decided to appointa receiver for 
Mormon church property in excess of the 
limit fixed by Congress in 1862. Judge Zane 
wrote the decision. Review la made of the ter- 
ritorial act incorporating the church. which 
pronounced it extraordinary, and the power 
of Congress to annul it is affirmed. The 
court decláres no vested right acerugd to the 
church, because the charter was aceépted ún- 
der the express right of amendment by Con- 
gress as the conclasion of the law and of the 
facts as stipulated. The Court conclades 
from these facta that it sufficiently appeared 
that the defanct corporation had in its pos- 
session real property in value exceeding 
$50,000, the limit Oxed by the act of Con- 
grees of 1862, and that a portion of it is not 
a building or the grounds appurtenant thore- 
to held for the purpose of the worship of Gad 
or paraonages connected therewith, or burial 
ground, and that the title to a largo portion 
of the same property was acquired subse- 
quently tothe time the act of 1862 took ef- 
fect. In deciding this motion,” the Court 
sald, “we are not called upon to Gaally de- 
“termine the rights ofthe parties. With re-

to see Idiots gape and swallow,” he would say.

in character than the last. The beauty of 
his face, She sweet gentleness and digulty of 
his bearing, his marvelous powers of healing 
and. comforting, together with a mighty re- 
serve force ever equal to the most trying omir- 


gency, gave him wide-spread and irresistible. 


influence. Even his former persecutors now 
opeuly came to him begging mercy and soek- 
lug Assistance. This change of heart in his 
adversaries was partly owing to the old 
woman's rapidly failing Health and wanlug 


power. Old Theo, as she was called, had 


done her best to hold sapremacy and re- 
tain the allegiance of her former servilo vas- 
sale, but it was of no avall, She had served 
the purpose of her creation and must like all 
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Dr. Hart thinks that if one accept our 
statement that “some individuals possess 
ked qualities for stimulating the powers 
of the sensitive or medium, and aldlng spirits 
in emphasizing tholr demonstrations far be- 
yond the ordinary exhibits... .he has little else 
to do than acquiesce in and accept whatever is 
told him.” No such foference can be justiy 
drawn; It would not have been by Dr. Hart 
had he been familiar with the practical side of 
psychical research, or had he given more 
careful reflection to our language. The pos- 
session of these stimulating qualities does 
not necessatily incresse the credibility of the 
possessor. No ons knows better, probably, 
than Dr. Hart, the varying ‘Inflaences of dit- 
ferent peop'e upon himself, and the differ- 
ence In the sensations produced by the pres- 
ence or conversation of the same individual 
at different times, In the presence of some 
people one’s intellect la stimulated, faculties 
exalted, and a power and facility of expres- 
slon displayed quite superior to the ordinary 
exhibit, while the atmosphere of other 
equally as good and agreeable people seems 
to dull one’s perception, limits comprehen- 
sion and restricts normal exercise of the fac- 
ultles. To say that these varying and oppo- 
site states are the result of physio-paycho- 
logical changes induced by the proximity of 
different individaals, does not clear up the 
mystery nor bring one to the last analysis. 
Sclence is as yet only nibbling at the periph- 
ery of that mysterious psychological circle 
within which ‘stands a vast body of occult 
phenomena defying closer approach except 
through tortuous paths, slow, tollsome and 
perplexing. 

It is quite true that statements like those 
of Dr. Wolfe confound if they do not con- 
vince; as Dr. Hart well pnta it, “they asphyx- 
late thought.“ And because of this we desire 
above all things to see a well endowed and 
completely equipped psychical Institution for 
experiment, studyand practical application of 
what may be learned. Sporadic phenomena 
and the exhibitions usually given by profes- 
sional mediums under conditions of thelr own 
making, do not farnish the data requisite for 
trustworthy genbrallzatlons. They stimulate 
love of the marvellous in one class, unfitting 
many for the practical dutles of every day 
Ute; and cause another. class to turn from 
the subject In disgust, and contemptuous 
pity for those who pprsue it. Both classes 
though widely apart‘as the poles unite in 
enlarging the difficulties and increasing the 
burdens of a third class whose members 
recognize traces of pure metal and seek to 
reach a Jovel where the output shall be worth 
refining and utilizing in the straggle along 
the difficult road leading to knowledge and 
perfect happiness.

Om his return from extended travels in 
the Holy Land and adjacent countries, upon 
which he entered immediately after leaving 
political life, Gasparin took up his residence 
at Valleyres, Switzerland. “It was there,” 
says Dr. Baird, Ada the years of 1853-4, his 
attention was called to the sabject ot 
‘Taroing Tables’ which was then exciting 
mach interest In France and Switzerland 
Believing that, great evils wers Iikely to ro- 
sult from the deluslons to which the abuse 
of this phenomenon-seemsd to give rise, he 
applied himself conselentlously to the study of 
lia causes. With the ald of personal. friends, 
in whom he could implicitly confide, he de- 
voted several months to the investigation of 
the subject. He was stimulated to undertake 
this task, by seeing the ‘academies’ or 
branches of the Institate of Francé, whose 
province it Is (or Is supposed to be) to exam- 
ine into all subjects which have any connec 
tion with science, had refused to do so, con- 
tenting’ themselves with pronouncing dog - 
matically on the question, rather than col- 
lecting carefally the facta appertaining to it 
and makingsthe deductions which a sound 
philosophy demanded.” 

Tha result of Count Gaspariu’s experi- 
mente nad studies was a very able work In 
two volumes entitled, Des tables tournantes 
du surnaturdl,en general et des Esprits- Turp- 
ing Tables, the Supernatural in General and 


Spirits. ` wee 
This was published in 185 l. and trans: ated 
by E. W. with au introdaction by 


Rey. Robert Balfd, D. D., later on. In the 
English edition, New York, 1857, Kiggins & 
Kellogg. publishers, the title besre the prefix 
of “Selence vs. Modern Spiritusiism,” which 
with Dr. Baird’e introduction, plainly indi- 
published to meet the press- 
opponents of Modern 
tualism, who, while antagonizing this 
ter-day demonstration on theological 
grounds thought It expedient to do so under 
cover of science. 

A few brief quotations from Gasparin will 
suffice to show the spirit with which he sdp- 
posed he approached his self-imposed task, for 
his preconceptions, based on theological bias 
and religious convictions, were not apparent 
to him. Here isa word from his preface: 

“ When I stood forth as a champlon for re- 
ligious liberty, I was assured that I should 
ruin every thing,and thatthe moment had 
not come. „ „ „ When! declared myselfa 
Christian, I was warned that I was a lost 
man, that dy association with the Methodists 
would deprive ‘me of all the influence I had 
hitherto possessed, and that in too frankly 
expressing my sympathies with the Gospel 
I should lose the means of serving it. 

“ My friends will pardon me, I trust. I fear 
I shall never learn to Oght according to rule. 
I have again disregarded the rales to be ob- 
served in serious matters, dy not waiting’ 
until a subject, very serious In itself, had 
been declared so in form. . 

It is even worse than that:—I have adopt- 
ed an Isolated position, by which I ran the 
risk of being disclaimed by everybody. _ 

“Two parties were engaged ina contro- 
versy in a to the Turtlug Tables: in- 
stead or taking sides withone against the 
other, and thas fasaring- my allles, I turn 
my back upon both! Foffend the men of 
science by asffirming aud demonstrating 
fuld action. I offend the champlons ot the 
spirits, by combating their saperstitions.

And this, it should be recollected, is sald 
dy Count Gasparin in 1854, Possibly the 
astute gentlemen of the Seybert Commission 
might learn something of the reality of 
these phenomena by consulting Gasparin, 
whi was cortainly their equal in learning, 
and thelr superior in some other respects. 

In the first pages of his work Count Gas- 
parin says: z 

“There arebut two methods of investi- 
gating a question: that of the ancient school- 
men, who affirmed certain truths a priori, 
towhich the facts were bound to eduform. 
(a method still in vogue with some ecclesias-; 
tles and specialists in sclence—Ed.) and that 


ot modern science, dating from the time of 


the highest and best sense of the word—his 

acquirements belag at once various and pro- 

found.”

“Daring the few years he was a member of 


Bacon, which first observes the facts, and 
constructs. no theory until after they are 
stated. 

“...,Unfortanstely, nothing can be 


happily for us superior beings, the thingness 
It from the Ideal. and 
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Crookes refersto Count Gasparin’s account 
of his experiments, in the following lau- 
guage: 


“His experlments were very numerous and 
were carried on under the strictest test con- 
ditions. The fact of motion of heavy bodies 
without mechanical contact was demonstra. 
ted over and over again, Carefal experi- 
ments were made to measure the force both 
of gravitation and of levitation thus com- 
manicated to the substances under trial, and 
an ingenious plan was adopted by which 
Count de Gasparin was enabled to obtain a 
rough numerical estimate of the power of 
the psychic force in each individual. The 
author foally arrived at the conclusion that 
all these phenomena are to be accounted for 
by the action of natural causes, and do not 
require the supposition of miracles nor the 
{intervention of spirits or diabolical infin- 
ores.” 

Dr. Crookes evidently consnited Gasparin 
in the English translation brooght out in 
Now York, and failed to obsérve the transla- 
tor's note on the back of the title page, for 
in referring tothe book he gives its title as 
“Selence va, Modern Spiritualism,” which 
was not the name given the work by Its au- 
thor; The significance of the translator's 
note is at once apparent: 

“The translator has taken the liberty of 
adding to the original title, the words, Sel- 
ence ve. Modern Spiritualism,’ as an explana- 
tion to the American public of the nature and 
design of M. de Gasparin's. work.” 

It is needless to say the italics arg not the 
translator's but ate added here to emphasize 
the purpose of the translator, already ve 
frankly shown. . 

Thus It will be seon that Count Gasparin 
cannot be counted as a Spiritualist. But 
in answer to those learned gentlemen who 
geout the existence of the phenomena, he may 
be summoned as a witness whose testimony 
cannot be impeached nor laughed away and 
which is fortifed dy that ot Prof Crookes 
who supplements it with still more marye- 
lous and confounding but equally as in- 
disputable evidence, and who, also, cannot 
be classed as a Spiritualist.. Had Count 
Gasparin extended his researches and ac- 
quired more data before maklag his gener- 
alizations and forming his coucinsions, it is 
more than likely; with his courage and re- 
ceptivity, he would finally have become a 
rational, sclentific Spiritualist. 

In tha contest between Spiritualists and, 
thelr newspapers-on the one hand and the ` 
opponents ot. Spliritoslism and that portion 
ofthe press which sympathizes with them 
on the other, it behooves Spiritualist editore 
and representatives to be careful to speak 
accurately and not to claim more. than the 
facta will warrant. It were better in intro- 
ducing the names advanced by the Golden 
Gate to have prefaced them with the explan- 
atory note used by the English Spiritualist 
from whose list they were taken. Here is

NAL was founded by Mr. S. 8. Jones, whose 
‘devotion to Spiritualiem his nover been sur- 
passed and seldom equalled.

gave hia entire time and great talents. 
Though profoundly interested In the pho- 
homens, and not always a discriminating ob- 
server, he valued them as primary and ele- 
mental steps toward a higher Intellectual 
and spiritual development, and not as the 
end and all of Spiritosiism. He held Spirit- 
nalism to be In ite broad and comprehensive 
scope, “the philosophy of-life'; and ever kept 
this prominently in view In his writings, 
He almed to bulld up a great publishing 
establishment that would be for Spiritualism 
what ths Methodlst Book Concern is to Meth- 
odism, and even more. To thisend he la- 
bored, his whole soul absorbed in the task; 
and bad those connected with him In the en- 
terprise been equally devoted and true to the 
work, It had been accomplished. Absorbed 
in his undertaking to such a degres as to be 
oblivious to the petty ambitions and treason- 
able plottings of politicians and cranks he 
awoke one day in the fall of 1866 to a realiza- 
tion of the situation, only to And that treach- 
ery had wrested the splendid andertakiog 
from his control, and vested it in the hands 
of those whoge venal purposes and silly am- 

bition rendered them blind to the main pur- 
pose of the corporation. 

This wasa severe blow to Mr. Jones, but 
with a perfect trust In the predictions of 
spirit frienda that the Journal would again 
emerge from the cloud and with him at its 
head continue work, he waited, And the 
walt was.not long. for in nine months’ time 
the greedy sna incompetent traltora had 
dwamped the concern and pot it hopelessly 
in debt. After the collapse, one of the chief, 
but not the most guilty, wreckers came 
to Mr. Jones and the present editor pleadlug 
for ald to save the remnants. The charter 
was gone, there was nothing left of all the 
finé plant that was not blanketed with a 
mortgage. Taking the subscription list on 
which there was u large amount due to sub- 
seribets and nothing to speak of due the pa- 
per, Mr. Jones with the help ofthe present 
editor began anew the work of building up 
the JOURNAL. With little ready money, but 
good eredit—Mr. Jones soon had the paper 
goling again, But for several years the bur- 
den was very heavy. Should the present 
writer ever give tothe publica history of 
those ‘years, he feels quite sure the verdict 
would. be: “Only by preterhuman ald could 
the enterprise have been kept afloat, and the 
courage of those at the helm.msintalned.” 

The echdmoe of a great publishing house, 
in Chicago. for the publication of books, 
pamphlets and tracts relating to psychical

Mr. John Slater in Chicago. 


A notable company of representative peo- 
ple gathered at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bundy on Thursday evenlug the 17th inst., 
to meet Mr, Jobn. Slater and witness such 
demonstrations of psychical power as might 
be evolved by the occasion. Of the sixty 
ladies and gentlemen present, nearly all 

were people who have made thelr mark in 
the world, and the names of a number of 
them are familiar to the country at large. 
The pulpit, the press, the bar, the bench, the 
medical profession, and the banking luterests 
of Chicago were represented; and members 
of several literary socletics and clube gave 
additional brilllancy aud diversity to the 
assemblage. A preacher whose liberal theol- 
ogy, sweetness of spirit and devotion to 
humanity have made his name a household 
word In America and given him n congrega- 
tion surpassed by no other la the city, sat 
next.toa veteran journalist whose sharp pen 
has punctured many a political pretender 
and Whose keen sarcasm and deep probings 
have long been feared by respectable shams, 
A banker whose word disposes of an hundred 
million. dollars or more every year, sat in 
pleasurable expectation near a lawyer whois 
feared by opposing counsel as are few in the 
profession. A prominent judge listened 
beside a lady whosel brilllant studies of 
Goethe, Dante and Spencer have given ber 
an enviable reputation in IIterary circles, 
Another lady whose versatility, pootic gen- 
fos, and piquaney as a writer gives her en- 
trance to leading papers and periodicals, sat 
facing a surgeon Whose trained’ hand and 
great skill have carried him successfully 
through many a capital operation.

Hw reflects the mental states of 
those about him, whether in or out of the 
flesh, as sharply aud promptly as a French 
mirror gives back a shadow. He isa psy- 
chometer; a telepathic percipient, a elalr- 
yoyant, and medium for spirit Intelligences, 
allin one. In the vast, ever-changing psy- 
chical world this young man is constantly 
acted upon as iss barométer or a selimo- 
graph during an earthquake in the pbyateal 
world. He isa human, golf recording mag- 
netometer and registers changes too delicate 
for tho physleal senses, too subtile for the 
intellect to grasp. These psycho-magnetic 
waves saturated with human feellng—hope, 
tear, doubt, Seltielam. skepticism, wonder, and 
every shade of emotion, and loaed with for- 
gotten experiences from long ¢losed cells in 
memory’s storehouse, these Waves come roll- 
ing In from every q r. toward this hyper- 
sensitive human register and make their rec- 
ord.
